USE CUTTINGS TO START BENT 


| GRASS ON GREENS. 


EN who have had experience in 
renewing strawberry beds will 
have some fdea of how 

bent grass is given a start. If 


the hot weather continues throughout 


the real sizzling months— July and 
August —.after being given a good 
start in June, there will no doubt be 
many parched greens and patchy spots 
by the end of the hot season, and néw 
grass will have to be started. 

Don't figure on getting a start of 
bent grass from seed, for the seed is 
not to be found on the market. It is 
started from long jointed runfhers, 
stolons, which take root at the joints, 
and new plants spring up in much the 
same manner as strawberry vines. 
Creeping bent grass is easily started 
from, cuttings, pieces of the runners 
with joints, which may be planted any 
time the ground can be worked. 

Even in midsummer bent grass can 
be stdfted with a fair degree of suc: 
cess on golf courses, if plenty of water 
is used on the soll. In fact, experts

In trying to get all possible service 
out of two*bork chops I found it easy 
to get a stew for two, and a soup for 
two quite different from the stew which 
might have been made different enough 
to be used at one and the same meal, 
but it seemed ae though it would be 


but to save the soup for a second day. 
But if I wanted to use all the meat 
which could be easily cut off these two 


chops I still would have the bones, out 


of which I could make either the-soup 


best to cook them at the same time, 


and a half of pork fat, well seasoned 
before frying the meat in it as hot as 
it could be without smoking. The flour 
on the plate was also put in at one 

side to heat and brown a little while 
the meat was cooking. When the meat 
had been fried on both sides I added 
for the one chop one pint of milk and 
stirred it until it was thick, and then 
added one onion cut fine, two small po- 
tatoes cut in strings, and two small 
white turnips cut the same way, and 
let the whole simmer until these were 
tender. It is; always best to salt any- 
thing like this lightly, because it cooke 
strong with salt Wen it .is nearly 
Gone. If there is any dark scum on 
the gravy skim it off. It the gravy 
cooks too thick add à littie water. 

The soup was by frying the 
pork without flouring it, adding two 
cups of water and the same vegetabies 
and finally a tomato, wilich can be 
added when it is heated up.
